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The applicant argues on page 10 of Remarks that Kelman et al. (2004/0093255) do no teach generating natural language sentences to 
be Included in natural language docunnents. However the applicant states on page 10 of remarks that Kelman et al. has a generate 
module that is able to concatenate and/or rearrange natural sentences. The examiner argues that concatenating or rearranging natural 
sentences for a document would also be generating new natural languages sentences for a document. 

In response to applicant's argument that Pieraccini and Lee (Factorization of Language Constraints in Speech Recognition) is 
nonanalogous art, it has been held that a prior art reference must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, if not, then be 
reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant was concerned, in order to be relied upon as a basis for rejection 
of the claimed invention. See In re Oetlker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. CIr. 1992). In this case, Pieraccini and Lee teach 
using sentence templates in sentence generation, where the information inserted into the language templates is received from an outside
